THE BUDGET SPEECH. 



When Hoix. MifJ Smiihe ro80 in tbo 
House yesterday to make his Budget 
Speooli, ho was greeted with derisive 
loughter from Mr.Wallcem and Mr. Hum- 
phreya— the only two occupants of the 
Oppottition benches who Eeamed to forget 
that "a want o/ decency is a want of 
sense." But before tlio Mieistor of Fi- 
nance had proceeded very far in liis state- 
ment tie merriment of the jocular Oppo- 
sitionists was changed to an attitude of 
serious attention and, eventually, to one 
of deep coDcern for their reputationa. The 
array of figures tbat tbe Minister of Fi- 
nance prodnoed ifwas indisputable. Ho 
showed that e*ery year since Oonfedera- 
tioQ there hud been a deficit ; and that dur- 
ing the last year of the Walkem adminis- 
tration the defloiency mounted up to 

• ^293,7071 The total deficit for tlio five 
years was shown to bo S82i,9SG; and 
when Mr. Sraithe said that a change 
caiuo just in time to save the country 
from Imukruptcy and ruin the House rang 
with cheeia of approval. Mr.Smithe fur- 
ther showed that Mr. Humphroys, when 
Minister of FioaDco, dovelopod an as- 
tounding amount of ignorance aud imbe- 
cility in presenting his Budget, and that 
to his neglect to provide a sinking fund 
and to the a'.tacks of the Opposition press 
on his financial policy, were attributable 
the failure of the 2-yoiirs' loan of 
$350,000. As the Speech proceeded 
Messrs. Walkem and HumphreyM began to 
realize their position. Mr. Wulkem was 
confronted with ttie faota and liguros of 
his administration and Mr. Humphreys, 
vho last session denouncad the fluancial 
policy of Mr. Walkem as rotten, Lad now 
to stand up and palliate and explain it. 
From liiugliter these worthy gentlemen — 
who furuish another exemplifloation of 
the old adage that "polities make strange 
bedfellows— change. I to tears, reminding 
one very forcibly of the men wlio forueii 
their way into one of Whittie'-i'a meet- 
ings to "cooff and remained to pray." 

Hon. Mr. Smitbe showed, among other 
good tbia(;s, that the expenditure of last 
year, which Mr. Humphieys fixed at 
«800,000, was le.-^s than SGOO.OOO, and that 
hud not the prcvioaa Gm-eriiraent left 
liabilitie-t amouutiiig to §263,000 unpro- 
vide.l for therd would have boon actually 

. a surplus. Ho showed, also, that the tax 
and toil Acts liail provi^d successful, and 
• use 1 l>y informiug the House tbavin the 
lj<iau::BuUwbioh lie intended to' introduce 
in Ouramittfo of Ways and Moan-t to- 
morrow, provision would be made for 
the gradual oiitinction of the public debt, 
which now pres-es he.ivi y on the Pro- 
vince. The sptoch, which was lucid aud 
exceediugly well coustructed, oocupieJ 
about an hour iu delivery, and we invite 
its perusal. ■ . 

"MURDEE WILL OUT!"

English Mail. 

(Per Blcamer JSortli Paclflo.) 

A Dublin paper prints a letter ad- 
dressed by an Irishman iu New York 
to a board of tosvn councillors in the 
foruior city, petitioning tbem to dis- 
suade all intending emigraats from 
leaving Ireland, for America in these 
times. He claims to know scores of 
his countrymen to be starving there at 
present who had never needed the ne- 
cessaries of life iu their native land, 
tliat trade was bopolessly sragUiiut; 
and the public couliiience destroyed. 

The Senate of tho University of Lon- 
don decided by a majority of fourteen 
to eight, at a recent meeting, to admit 
ladies to medical degrees.

At the sitting of the Central Criminal 
Court, Charles de Chasteleine and 
Matthew W e t h er all were^obarged ; wit b 
having conspired with the late Sir 
Edward Cuuyghamo to defraud Mr. 
William Le Hunt Doyle. The fraud 
was cairied out during a drinking 
match, of which there had beau several, 
and at one of these the lour persons 
referred to consumed eight bottles of 
champagne, pight large glasses of 
brandp, tbirty-ouo small glasses, eight 
large cigar?, tifieeu bottles of lemon- 
ade, and three glassaa of beer.

The jury found both aefeud- 
ants guilty, recommending Wetherall 
to mercy on account of his previous 
good character.

EASTERN STAIES. 

NonroLK, Va., April 9.— A fearful 
northwe>t storm began last night and is 
still raging to-night.

If self-government is debireil 
aud the \vith<lrawal of tho army; it can 
probably bo suouied in a diiy BhuuUl pub- 
lic opiaion of the State compel its legi^lll- 
ture to meet as one body. There aro 33 
of the 3G Senators, and 104 of 120 repre- 
sentatives whose election is not disputed 
by either party, and the.OommiB»iun urg- 
ed that when they ueaembled as such the 
Commissiou could have nothing whatever 
to say ubuut It.

Hon. iilr. Smithe wqiilldtlfke to know 
what the hon. gentleman "was laughing 
at. 

Hon. Mr. Smithe hoped hon. geotlo- 
men oppo.-ite would be orderly— just for 
( 'a little while, he would not detain them 
long. Hesiwoathe table the account 
current between tho Oovernment and the 
Manager of tho Biok of British Uohimbia 
(whioii wiiH onlerod printed.) In looking 
over tho liuanciul hi.story of this Froviuca 
ainco Confodoriition thn first thing that 
' would strike tho eye of tho ob-server is tho 
deficit that has bt ou auuiiu ly p'acod ou ro 
cord. And the immediatjaud natural feel- 
ing in connection tuerewitii must beono of 
aatoni-ibmi- nt I hilt year alter year shuiil I 
have boon iillowed t i p■i^8 without an ef- 
fort being luado to n*miHly tho evil. Had 
not a chaiigo of G.ivc ruiiieut tuk-n place 
lust year, wboso po icy was to cheek tho 
headlong coursts on tho road to b mkrupt- 
cy tnat was previou-ily being pursued, 
the resnlt must uiovitiibly h.iva b>.'ea tbo 
early and uttjr finiuioial ruin of the Pro- 
Tinco. Ho hiid no lioubt tDat ho would bo 
;r. met with tho Htnti'iiiout from hou. genilo- 
men opijo-ito that tho present Govern 
ment i* in tbo Hamo predicmnent as for- 
mer Governments, iuasmuidi as tho ebti- 
mates for the currout year still t-bow a 
cotitemplntod deficit. It luust, however, 
ba boriio iu luind thiit when a physician 
in oalh'd in to attend a paiiont who muy 
be suff ling from an aj'gr.ivatod form of 
obronic disorder whieh perchanco has 
been confirmoJ in his system by tbo im- 
proper treatment of some arrant quack 
who had previously had tho case in hand, 
bo does not expect, nor will he attempt, 
to efTeot nn iinmedi.ite cure; bo knows 
that it muht bo a question of time as wall 
us of skilful treatujent, and ho knows that 
above all things he must study the condi- 
tion of his patient, the strength of his 
OOQstitation and tho extent t<.> which the 
weakened system will respond to the re- 
medies ho may think it be.-,t to admiaistttr 
with tho view of producing a porinanont 
euro of tho disouflo. Just so it is with 
• the presont Government and tho Province 
of British Columbia. Tho Province is 
Tindoabtedly in a somewhat prostrate con- 
dition owing to the long coutinuanoe of 
tho disorder from whioh she has snfTered, 
and it is necebsary for tho Government to 
exercise care and diticretion iu the admin- 
istration of tho tinancis of the country so 
as not to overtax it ou the ouo hand and — 
be might say to ccrry out hiti illustration 

nor overdoso it on tho other (hoar, 

hoar). He teterred to tho speaah of his 
predecessor od Monday who, he said, had 
stUmpted to deal with figures he ap- 
j^Maoilj cUd not oadtntaod. fi[« («r. 



Bmithe) had corrected him at the time 
when be stated the expenditure had labt 
year been over $800,000; ho (Mr. Hum- 
phreys was mis'idcen then to the extent ^f 
more than two hundred tbonsand dollirs. 
and he Jiad been equally astray with re 
gard to ne irly all his figures, and what 
he called his facts were just as unreliable 
as his ligurod (hear). He (Mr. Smithe) 
hart a table of figures before him taken 
from tho books of the Department whioh 
showed tbo excess of cxpendilnre ovor 
revenue for each year since Oonfoderatiou. 
In 1872 tho revenue was 8327,215 54 and 
the expenditure was $432,082 71, showing 
an exoess of expenditure ovor revenue of 
$104,8«7 27. In 1873 the : svenuo had 
been $370,150 38, Ihe expenditure had 
been $372,618 64 and tho deficit wus only 
$2,4G8 2G, bo said this was tho only year 
in which the revenue had oven approach- 
eil tbo expenditure. In 1874, the first year 
of the Wi, . na Adminislration, the re- 
venue wus ;*.j72,042 51 and the expendi- 
ture was $585,846 74, leaving u deticit of 
$213,804 23. In 1875 tho revonue was 
diminished to $351,215 92. and the expen- 
diture was rai-<ed lo tho unprecHdented 
amount of $644,923 05, which left for that 
year a defioit of $293,707 13. In 1876 the 
firstiyear, qltbe^ preseiit vAdiaini^jTO^^ 
the revonne had been riiisod in the fucoof 
a greatly reduced subsidy to $380,643 65, 
and this had been acliiovod by tho iiiuu- 
giuation of a judicious system of t;ixa- 
tion for which the Govorumoiit deserved 
credit, aud whioh he believed wai ac- 
corded to it by every right thinking per- 
son who bad the welfare of tho oonntry at 
heart, (hear, hoar.) In the same year the 
expenditure had been $590,783 11, and 
not as Mr. Humphrots bad siid over 
8800,000; Ihn deficit wus represented by 
tho figures $210,139 46. It was due to tho 
present Govern raeut to fay that tho lurgo 
expenditure of Isot year was owing to tlio 
largo amount of Luuda &. Works liabili- 
ties left on hand by the lute Government 
which amounted to over $260,000, some 
of which he said was not yet discharged 
and helped to swell tbo Estimates for tho 
present year. Tho t-ital deficit for tha 
fivw yours since Confederation was $82-1,- 
986 25, or an average for each year of 
$164,997 25. For the last three years the 
total was $717,650 82 or on avei age of $239, 
216 94 for ouoh of the three years, The.-io 
figlafes'bl'8aid'wflf8^f-''iSo^^ 
and no sensible person wonld shut his 
eyes to the lesson they taught. Turning 
to the Estimates for the present year he 
ssid the proposed expenditure was very 
much under the votes of the last three 
years, while the estimated revonuo was 
very mnoh in. excess of any previons year. 
He referred to tCe fa>(!t<,tbat,<.iybe,;^^^ 
tui-e h aid fallen i-hort of the "vote" in each 
of the three vears alluded to to the ex- 
tent of over $200,000, and ho said if the 
oipenditMra in the present year shou'd 
prove to bo as much iu proportion under 
the vote the revenue would bo found to 
bo sufHcient to meet it. He trusted that 
was not too much good fortune to be 
hoped for (hoar, hear.) There were sev- 
eral items of an unusual nature on tiio 
E-,timates which required to be noticed, 
and the most itnportiut of these was tho 
815,000 in aid i)f qu-iriz mining in Cari- 
boo. He considered tbo importanoo of 
this vote could not bo over estimated. It 
now helped to inoreafie the conlem plated 
defioit for the year, but he believed it 
would b^ an investment of a really ropro 
dnctive nature. If this should bo the 
means of establishing a now and impor- 
tant industry in the country which might 
give employment hereafter t) an exten 
si ve mining popula.'ion, and he did not 
doubt that such would be the ca e,' he 
could only say it wonld be tbo best 
spent $15,000 that had ever be*u invested 
in this Province (hear! hoar!) Tho next 
i.em in ordor of importanio was of a simi 
lar nature aud was $2,000 in aid of a 
Woolen Factory. Thin had boeu a hobby 
of bis for years and if there was anything 
he regretted in connection '.wit hut; it was 
that tho oirenihstanccs of the country 
would not admit of a larger amount bt ing 
voted for tho encouragoment of this im- 
poitant enterprise. He believed thut 
Within the year a manufactory for wool- 
en goods would bo establiiibcd. It hud 
DOWiTeachert a point at which it oom- 
meoded itself to capitalists on its own 
merits as something that would bo a pay- 
ing Kpeculiitiou, a remunerative industry, 
and the $2,000 was only intended to give 
au impetus to a project already almost 
afoot. Tho item of $1200 as aid to set 
tiers suggested but one feeling, regi'et 
that the di.sastrons flood which last year 
occurred in tho Fra-ier should, by destroy- 
ing the entire crops of m iny industrious 
settlers, have rendered it necessary in the 
iutoro.st of thosu dojerviug men ami at tho 
same timo iu tbo interest of tho Province 
at largo, to furnish them with seed j^riin 
in order to start them afresh. (H-ar!) 
We have not space to follow tho honor 
able geDtl««maii:iat6 the details of his ad- 
mirable address. He roforred to tho $10,- 
000 down fur Indian Commissioners aud 
shmved that tho amount was noeossiry to 
enable them to keep faith with tiio Do 
minion ijovornment in carrying out the 
agreement entered into by tho Lito ad- 
ministration fur the settlement of the In- 
dian land (juesidon. . He lixplained that 
the Oovnrniuent had arranged with the 
Dominion Government to adojit a now 
and inixpensivo mode of douiing with 
that question, and ho might s-ifoly say 
this itim would not have to bo repojtod 
ou any future ostimntes. With rennr.l t ) 
tho drydock ho said a sum of $90,000 was 
down, 'and possibly some:bon. genilemon 
might th'.nk this ought to have been a larg- 
er vote. Ho explained, however, that the 
plans for tho main dock, although ou their 
way, hid not yet arrived, and it would 
tako considerable lime in ndvortibing for 
tenders, etc., before a contract could bo 
entered into for its construoiion, and it 
was considered the $90,000 would bo 
aulHoient to defray all demands oa dry 
dodk account during tlio current, year. 
The Irtto Finance Mini-ster had referred to 
the published corrospondeuco between 
the Treasury Department and the Bank of 
Biitish Columbia aud had talked consid- 
erable nonsense about the proposed Loan 
Bill. He said it was bis iutention 
to introdnoo in the ' Ways and 
Means Committee a Loan Act, but it was 
not to bo disposed of in tho absurd man- 
ner indicatod by Mr. Humphreys, He re- 
ferred to tho estimates of lust year and 
the mistakes that were then made by that 
gentleman. He did not propose to fall 
into the same errors this year. Mr. Hum- 
phreys bad submitted estimatoj calling 
for— in round numljors— an expenditure 
ol $720,000, and ho had provided by loan 
and ordinary revenue tho sumot $733,000. 
This sum was barely; snfflcieot 'to - pro- 
vide for tho service of the yeaif and no 
provision whatever was made for tho out- 
standing liabilities that be had then made 
so much noise about being left as a 
legacy to him .by. tbeMate vQovernment. 
XbtM llAbllitiM, howem, vbiob wore 



$33,000 (o Sir James Douglas in repay 
meut of loan, $52,850 to Bank of 
Biitish Columbia; $31,070 to same 
Bank on . graving dook acooaut 
and $46,360 to the Bank of British Col- 
umbia on overdrawn general aLCOunt — 
had been iipjiarently overlooked by tbo 
lion, ox Minister of Finanoo. Ho had 
nevertheless to meet those liabilities first 
thing, uud the provision* he bad made 
for expenditure on publio works, etc., was 
loft in a condition ofcoiuplete inadequacy; 
considerable unnecersary embarrasmeot 
to tho Government bed been tbo natural 
result. (Hear! hoar!) He did uot mean 
to rellect on tho lata Fioanoe Miniator for 
what bo bad done iu regard to tho 1876 
Debentiiros. Ho believed thut gentle- 
man bad done what ho did for the beat. 
No doubt if capitalists withia the Pro- 
vince would have taken the loan it wonld 
have been better for tho country, 
as tbn iuterest would thou bo retained 
horo for further iuvestmont aud circula- 
tion. The attempt however bad beeu 
made and it had signally failed aud pro- 
fiting by the exporiouco of tho past it was 
the intention to lloat the proposed now 
loan in tho London market. The rate of 
iuterest at which it would bo issued 
WO^Id be 6 per cent, and the amount 
would be sufflcient to redeem all out- 
standing liabilitios, provide fur tbo service 
of the year, aud possibly something over 
to provide against uuy emorgoncy that 
may arise, (Hear! bear!) Tha hon. gen- 
tlemen then said thatiu framing the Es- 
timates the Government had never lost 
sight of the neoeSKity of bringing the ex- 
penditure as nearly as circumstances 
would permit down to a level with tho 
revenue, and he ootisidero l this was an 
objoet that ought to bo he'd steadily in 
view by whatever Government might 
for till) time being liold tbo reins of 
power in Biitish Columbia. (Hearl hear!) 
The Governmout ha said had considercu 
tho depressed condition of the Province 
owing to non-commencement of Railway 
coustruciiou, and tbo consequent inad- 
visibility of increasing tho tmatiou o:i tho 
ono baud, and on tbo other of n-duc- 
iiig tho expenditure ou public works to 
an extent calculated to deepen the exist- 
ing depression. Ho c .lied psrtioulur at- 
tention to the important fact that tho 
Province was now placed on a sound ba- 
sis and instead of depeodingentirely upon 
a stated income having no elasticity, as 
was tho case previous to the advent of the 
present Goverument, wo wore now in a 
position to t.ike advantage of any futHro 
progress and prosperity it might he the 
good fortune of the country to enjoy. As 
tho poxiulation and wealth of the Provineo 
may iapreare so mtist the revenue at. once 
show i« corresponding ailvance. Uoder 
the lata Government a poliey of "scatter- 
ing money broadcast over the land" ha I 
hi on iuaiigiiratoii, without any provision 
having been mado against the day of reck- 
uniug which they mast have kuown Would 
sooner or la'er overtake Ihum an 1 the 
Proviiica. [Henr. J Uoroiu'g'a'ciibdle'^ at ' 
both ends, lie had often heard it siitid was 
indefensible, and yet this or something 
like it Wis exacily what was being doue 
previous to the present Government tak- 
ing office. Tho late Government at ono 
end increased enormously the expendi 
ture, aud at the other they reduced the 
income of tbo Province. The present 
Goverument, he said, could show that if 
they had nut been quite able to equ'ilizo 
revenue and expouuiiiire they bad at uuy 
rate made a considerable step in that di- 
reciion, having on the oue band greatly 
reduced tbo propt-sed expenditure and on 
thi other having very, mi^terially raised 
the e<tiqiat<^ reveutie. ' The bun.' gentle- 
man then moved the Honseinto Commit- 
tee of NVay.t anil Mean-<, and sat down 
amid loud and coniiniied cheers.

Dr. A«h-No. . . V .-v 
Mr. Armstrong odotiniaed' that the late 
Government intended to control the In- 
dian (JommisHionors, but bud a chunce 
to do so. At tho time tho Walkem Gov- 
oriiuiont loft ollioo tlioro was $72 000 in 
tlio Bank. There was no money thoro 
now, and the Bank undertook to declare 
to the Governmeut as to what should b<3 
done with the new bonds. The Premier 
was in a most bniiiiHating position, and 
ho denounced tbo Opposition for decry- 
ing the credit of tho E^rovince (cheers.) 

Mr. Hunipbroy.s said that ho regretted 
to find t)io hon. Finaiicn Minister persist- 
ing in a statumoiit which ahowed his un 
tituoss to hold hib position — showed tb^t 
be was hot entitled- td.oredence. He then 
proceedodT to show that the expenditure 
of the latj la'o Government was always 
justilied by them by tho hope that there 
ivould bo a laigo n.iditiou to our popula- 
tiim. But no such excuso could bo held 
iiut by the MiIli^try of to-day, and when 
the Minister of Finance mado the state- 
ment tha|> he (^r> Humphreys) had mis- 
calculated, he cunid prove that tha hon. 
gontloman was unfit to occupy his posi- 
tion. Ho (Mr. Hiimphroy8)udmitted that 
there wore largo liabilities to bo m-t when 
the hite Goverua.ent loft oilloo. His plan 
when tho Finance Minister was to issue 
exchequer bills and pro|>osed to leave the 
Bank of British Columbia, thereby escap 
inx payment of a ruinous rate of interest 
to the Bank of 8 per cent. Ho found that 
0.1 tiio lOtli October the present Finanoo 
Minister ai-ked the Bank for $70,000, and 
got it, and this ho says was neoessitated 
by his (ilr. Humphrojs) blumloring and 
incapacity. This he (Mr. il.) denied. He 
had made : nseipf^moaeyr tor-realize tho 
bonds, as hS'SStrlioiiF r»iiiloUs'''ifc was to 
Day 8 por cent. - The present Government 
had obtained this $70,000 from tho Bjuk 
by miHropresentatioti, and they know 
tho time that they would not be able to 
redeem tho bonds. There is now $70,- 
000, together with the $240,000 overdraft, 
to be paid off, and agaiubt lhi< they have 
$264,000 in bonds, aud this was to have 
been paid oil' in Ueceinbor hist. This was 
not (lone, V)uc they mado au exuusa iu 
writiuij that owing tu tbo anxiety of the 
Governmout to reoi ivo Lord Carnarvon's 
despatch that tho House will not meet as 
BODU as contemplated, when tho overdraft 
of $240,000 was'oontraotod, and that tbey 
weru therefore unable to pay off tbi> loan 
at the lime specitiid and now tbey. Mk £91 
» IMQ of «600,000, And vitb tbet Uiey as- 



pect to pay.off^oTer $800,000. The Bank 
has $32(i;UuO^\r.ortb of bonds issued by tho 
luto UuVerDuient and by tho present Gov- 
ernment as security against the over- 
draft. The fiuauciul statement made to- 
day was by no means creditable to tho 
Government. Tho propoi-ition to oon- 
tract a loan of $500,000 to pay off tho in- 
dobtodnoss is an absolute insult to the 
House. He should have proposed a loan 
of $1,000,000 instead.

WAYS AND MEANS AOAIN. 

Mr. Fisher did uot think it would take 
long to reply to tho long and deploiablo 
attera^it at a speech of tbo hon. gentleman 
opposite. Ho thought it was in ba 1 tast«. 
Personalitien had'been the S'jfj subjeot of 
an hour and a half speech. It is well 
known that we require all tho monoy thai 
wo Can got to pay off tho indebtedness in- 
curred by the late Government. The 
hon. gentlemen opposite are trying to 
make capi al out of this cry of bank- 
ruptcy, which they know is far from being 
the caso. When wo are told ihat.webaye 
only oue man in tho country who is fit'to 
take us out of debt and do many other 
things, wo must deal very carefully 
with the matter; but be was astonished 
that this gentleman shou'd continue time 
after time to make our indebtedness to 
tho Bank $500,000 instead of $251,- 
000. This statement is from ono who has 
proved bimseif ignorant of tho first rules 
of banking. Ha thought that remarks 
made abbiiti fi^^een men came with 
very bad taste from one who professed to 
have como from Glass Valley, and who 
wi.-,heii to luako lis believe thiit ho is tho 
great "I am." Ho is sure that if his cou- 
Btituents wero to turn bim out he might 
go up to Cariboo and sit on tho other side 
of Ihe House; but ho (Mr. Fishor) felt 
sura that he could not travel very far with 
{. o. u's of T. Basil Humphreys," or with 
the financial expotionoo of T. Ba-dl Hum- 
phreys (laughter.) As fcr getting out of 
dfbt the way is easy, if we are only tem- 
lierate, and the way to get cutis to borrow 
money at the ohoapost.rate. We all know 
that 8 per cent is very low, and we are 
getting our money below the Victoria 
market rate. But what can these men say 
when they are doing all they can to ruin 
the country? There had not been any 
reckless extravagance on the part of the 
present Government. Ho was only sur- 
prised that they bad succeeded so well 
with their finances wheu they had such di- 
fHonlties thrown in their way. This cry of 
the Ojjpositiou was deceiving the people 
and injuring the countrv. Our only 
couroe now is to go through the estimates 
calmly and if there is any useless txpendi 
ture cut it down. More busiuossliko letters 
he had uevcr read than those in the re- 
port on the tabl-, aud ho complimented 
the Fin.tuce Minister oa what ha. bad 
done (obeors.) 

Hou. Mr. Elliott wished to contradict a 
statement, made by Mr. Humphreys that 
ba had h>id an offer for the debentures 
and had ho been iu a position could havo 
disposed of them ut pur. 

Mr. Humphreys siid ho did not say so. 
Hun. Mr. Elliutt wished tj know whe- 
ther the gentlem in expected tho House 
to be'ieve th it be was negotiiting with a 
certain gentleman outside^if jje^.did not 
name the gentleman. He ' thought the 
hon. gentleman was mad ou the point of 
the debentures. He declared that most 
of the bonds sold before the hon. gentle- 
man lelt the adminiMtration were sold tj 
gentlemen who had spokea to bim 
(.VIr. E lioit). He had laid charges 
ueain*>t the Government of almost theft, 
and attacked their common honesty. If 
he bad bad all the talent and tact to dis- 
pose of tho bonds ho was sorry that t^ey 
had not found it out before ho l^ft tho 
Mini-try. He bad led the hon. gentle- 
men oppo-iiie into a terrible marc's nest 
on these bonds. Mr. Humphreys hal 
never givon any advice at all during his 
term of ofHce. Ho says that we obtained 
this overdraft on the agreement tb^it we 
should bring in a Loan Aet to pay ofit 
that debt aud at the same time t-lls ns 
that the shrewd ando'ever man at tho head 
of tha^ office here agreed to our proposi- 
tion, showing that he had tho fullest oon&- 
deuce in the Gavemmeut by reqommend- 
ing to the directors thjt't the money be ad- 
vanced. 

Mr. Beaven regretted that the chair- 
man of the committee on public accounts 
did not toll the House that the report of 
tho over.lruft to tho Bmk was iuourreot 
to the extent of $31,OJ0. H i thought it 
would bo better to p()^tpona this debate 
1 11 to-morrow to en >blo Publio Accounts 
Committee to make their report and show 
the House the fiuanoial positinxl of' the 
country. He felt sure that tho indebted- 
R of this country was $500,000 or even 
$fiOO,000 and that when tho managers of 
thj Bank savo this that they will rocouji- 
d' r their proposition of disposing of a 
lo.iu at 6 per cent. 

Mr. Fishor explained that the difiference 
of tho $31,000 was not known to the com- 
miitoe at the timo the first report was 
mado but had since been handed in. Tho 
second report was drawn up yesterday 
and would have beeu submitted had the 
committee boon present, they had waited 
for three-quarters of an hour for Dr. Ash. 
Ho would say that any work they had 
done had been to try and flhtl out disor*)'- 
pauoie.s and they had fotind hone. The 
$31,000 was an old account, and tho com- 
mittee had not called for it. 

Mr. Willianu moved that tbo Hou''o at 
its rising adjourn till to-morrow at 2 p.m. 
Curried. 

Mr. Mara said the amount of $31,000 
hid been ktipt as a separate account and 
ho thought that it had b^en kept more aii 
an asset, and was not jnsideroJ as a pirt 
of the acci:)uiil current. 

Mr. Walkem said it should have been 
produced. 

Mr. Mara did not wish that the House 
should think that this had been purpo^e- 
ly left out. If any one of the publio ac- 
counts committee had wished to hand iu 
aroport it could havo boon done; but the 
last two or threa days had been taken up 
with other things aud had tliey wanted a 
statement it could have boon banded in 3 
or 4 days ago. 

Mr. Walkem thought it was absolutely 
necessary to have tbo rejiort before the 
House when considering these Estimates 
and he would thordfore like the report to- 
morrow.
